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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. § 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Alper et al . 

The rejection as set forth under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) in Paper 
No. 14 is herein withdrawn. 

The rejection as set forth under 3 5 U.S.C. § 103 is deemed 
proper and is herein repeated. 

Applicants' newly amended claims as well as the remarks 
filed in support thereof have been fully considered but have been 
deemed to be not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the amount of tackifier being an 
unconventionally low amount relative to the base thermoplastic 
polymer should render the instantly claimed invention patentable. 
This is not persuasive. The fact of the matter is that while the 
Alper patent does not specifically direct one to utilize lesser 
amounts of tackifier than base resin, it is considered prima 
facie obvious to manipulate the amounts of ingredients so as to 
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optimize properties. It is acknowledged that applicants' 
specification has results which show that different compositions 
in fact have different properties. This is not sufficient to 
render the instantly claimed invention patentable. The Examiner 
maintains that one of ordinary skill in the art clearly 
understands that different compositions have different 
properties. The Alper patent is generic to various amounts of 
tackifiers and specific as to the desirability of the 
specifically claimed tackifiers. There remains no back to back 
showing of unexpected results comparing the breadth of the 
instantly claimed invention with that of Alper. As such, the 
claims are rendered prima facie obvious. 

It is acknowledged that the Alper patent mentions 
disadvantages with respect to copolymers and terpolymers which 
incorporate olefins. The Examiner maintains however that the 
mentioned disadvantages do not render the instantly claimed 
invention patentable. This patent acknowledges the utilization 
of the claimed olefins in the past and one of ordinary skill in 
the art has a clear appreciation of the properties associated 
therewith. As such, the incorporation thereof is prima facie 
obvious .
